Saul said he got his instructions 
from a man whom he had known ear- 
lier' to he “primarily involved in a 
type of industrial ' sabotage” when 
Saul was training in Guatemala with

Later, Saul was contacted by the 
man in the spring of 1963 for the 
Dallas job' the, following November. 
Saul’s contact supposedly “repre- 
sented . a .group with unlimited fi : 
nances, who wanted John F. Kennedy 
out . of the way.” , , 

Saul, MoDonald claims, ' is the 
“mystery man” photographed by hid- 
den CIA cameras leaving the Soviet 
. Embassy in Mexico . City almost 
two months before the assassination. 
The CIA at the time identified tile 
•man as Oswald but. said , it was mis- 
taken shortly after the assassination. 

McDonald in his book identifi^ the 
payoff, man as “Troit,” a name al- 
legedly supplied by Saul. Saul was to 
get $50,000 for tlie assassination, with 
a $25,000 down payment. 

Oswald was described by Troit as 
a “friend” who would fire, several 
shots from a rifle at Kennedy “only 
to demonstrate to the President how 
vulnerable he was . when he was not 
using protective equipment, or paying 
no attention to the instructions of the 
Secret : Service,” McDonald’s book

I Neither did Saul- tell McDonald how 
he got out of the building with his ri- 
fle. Building superintendent B. J., 
Lloyd said he ordered all doors locked 
almost immediately after the shooting 
and certainly before Saul would have 
had time to leave. 

Saul also recalled to McDonald that 
he ordered a vodka and tonic with his , 
steak meal in the restaurant of a 
small downtown hotel the night before 
the assassination. Only Dallas’ larger 
hotels had private clubs that served 
mixed drinks to guests in .1863.
